We have had many and various runiours 
lately concerning Russia and Japan in Corea, 
but the telegrams have contradicted une 
another, and. nothing is clear at present 
except that Russia “evidently means to 
obtain a concession ‘of some kind. We learn 
that the vice-consul who dadded the other 

day at Mokpo fram a Russian warship, was 
much pleased with the harbour, It is said 
there is good shelter fora fleet, with twelve 
fathoms of water at low tide, and the harbour 
promises soon to be one of the best imCorea, 
The Russian’ fleet at Masamnpo will probably 
remain: there till after the’sale of.land at the 
end: of the month, snd it is said, that the 
Russians mean to get most oP it. 


What will no doubt alienate many of 
Japan's friends, is the fact that she tries to. 


exchide all other -countries,. whenever pos- 
sible, from buying land or- securing trade 
advantages wherever she is concerned. And 
ae cording ' to various reports, the Coreans are 
not altogether inclined to take the side of 
Japan, ‘Phe Government of Japan has a

Allah Ditta knows the 
truth, but there.was a grave doubt as tothe truth 
of the story told by him. It was a most extra- 
ordinary story and it was not his place to prove 
the innocence of the prisoner, but for them,to 
judge how far the prosecution had proved their 
case. Ifthey were unsatisfied they must find 
“not proven ” which is included in “ not guilty. 
They must be satisfied that a crime, beyond all 
doubt, had been done by the prisoner. “If there 
was a cloubt they must give him: the benefit of 
the douht. ‘The prosecution's story was. that 
four men and the prisoner were sitting on Fazil 
Khan's bed and that they planned the murder, 
These men were talking for three-quurlers of 
an hourand in all that time Alli Ditts only 
cheard one statement made, which was made, 
simultaneously by them all in a loud voice, 
“He has no friend with him now, so suikehim.”

was reported that Russia had obtained a lease 
of land on the island of Koha (a small island 
at the entrance of Mokpo Bay about two and a 
half miles in circumference), Japanese subjects 
purchased various lots of tand ‘on this island 
when Mokpo was first opened to wade, but 
afterwards the Corean authorities decided that 
although the island was within the treaty radius 
of ro “i, the treaty was only intended to refer 


to the mainland, and consequently could not | 


be taken to include the island of-Koha, ‘This 
decision was accepted at the. time. Russia, it 


, now appears, has not obtained a léase of Jand, 


on the island of Koha. She has, however, ob- 
tained from the Corcan Governmentan explicit 
guarantee not toalienate from Corean possession 
anisland which is supposed to be al theentrance 
to Masampo. The telegrams upon this subject 
are somewhat vague, one giving the island the 
name of Suclpart and another as Kuje, but 
there scems to be little doubt that Russia hus 
succeeded .in obtaining the guarantee above-
